The anno uncement fro m The nav y de­ 
partment say s that the fly ing scho o l at 
Pensaco la will pro duce trained perso n- * 
riel and ev o lv e a co mplete sy stem o f 
training . 
A scheme o f ex periments 
and tests will be dev elo ped and o ut­ 
side ex perts will be bro ug ht into clo se 
to uch with the nav y . 
Fo llo wing is the anno uncement in 
part made by Secretary Daniels: 


Value Not Fully Recognized. 
The secretary of the navy has decided 
that the science of aerial navigation has 
reached that point where air craft must 
form a large part of our naval fcfrce for 
offensive and defensive operations. Near** 
ly all countries having a navy are giving 
attention to this subject. 
This country 
has not fully recognized the value of aero­ 
nautics in preparation for war, but it is 
believed that we should tak e our proper, 
place. 
This is the policy that has been 
adopted. 
Captain W. L Chambers, 
U. S. N., re­ 
tired, in charge of aviation in the navy, 
is recognized as one of the leading men 
in this science in the world. 
Lieutenant 
John H. Towers, U. S. N., an ¿viator of 
recognized ability, has had charge of the 
aviation camp a t Annapolis under Captain 
Chambers. He has contributed largely to 
the development of naval aviation by 
practical work In experim entation and in 
training personnel for flying. Several oth­ 
er oflicers and a detachm ent of men are 
work ing with Lieutenant Towers. 
The 
navy has other qualified aviators and 
some students of aviation to assist in fur­ 
ther development. 
The nav y department’s plans also in­ 
clude g iv ing substantial financial as­ 
sistance to American desig ners, 
by 
which it is ho ped to stimulate interest 
in dev elo ping the science and to aro use 
further interest in the manufacturing 
end o f the business.

W ILD ANIMALS GIVEN AWAY. 


Elk, Bull Buffaloes, Bears and Beaver 
Offered by Yellowstone Park. 
Under rules appro v ed by the depart­ 
ment o f the interio r to g o v ern the dis­ 
tributio n o f animals fro m the Yello w­ 
sto ne Natio nal park, Wy o ming , during 
the y ear 19 13 -14 no charg e is made fo r 
the animals, but the parks, whether 
municipal, state o r federal, receiv ing 
the elk are re« juired to pay fo r their 
capture and transpo rtatio n. 
The reg ulatio ns pro v ide that 8 00 « dk 
may be distributed during the present 
seaso n and that no t mo re than fifty 
head will be allo wed to any o ne state. 
One o r two bears will be g iv en any 
public park o r zo o lo g ical g arden, and 
a limited number o f beav er will be 
distributed to po ints where the ani­ 
mals will hav e co mplete pro tectio n and 
where co nditio ns are fav o rable fo r 
their increase. 
Recently it w as fo und that there was 
a surplus o f bull buffalo es in the 
do mesticated herd, and the department 
intends to release twenty o f these 
animals early nex t spring and place 
them with the wild herd. 
Twenty 
bulls will also be g iv en away during 
the present seaso n to such mupieipa! 
o r state parks, o nb o r two to each, as 
will satisfy the department that they 
are willing to pay fo r the capture, 
crating and transpo rtatio n o f the ani­ 
mals, at the same time g iv ing assur­ 
ance that fo r each bull buffalo do nat­ 
ed the autho rities o f the purk will pur­ 
chase at the ex pense o f the park o r 
o therwise two co w buffalo es.

invention is a new meth od of control­ 
ling th e X ray and is th e idea of W il­ 
liam 1>. Coolidge of Sch enectady, N. Y. 
He h as been w orking in secret on th e 
new w ay for th ree years. 
H e h as so 
far perfected but tw o tubes, one of 
wh ich w as used in tbe initial dem on­ 
stration. 
Th e Coolidge m eth od of m anufactur­ 
ing th e ray differs from th e old one 
and enables h im to secure such effi­ 
ciency in control and application th at 
th e greatest benefits to th erapeutics' 
are expected as soon as th e tech nique 
of th e ray is th orough ly understood. 


Gives Operators Full Control. 
Th e Coolidge ray will not ch eapen 
th e cost of production any, but it will 
enable X* ray operators to control th e 
pow er th ey wish to adm inister abso­ 
lutely, w h ereas before it w as impos­ 
sible to gauge th e am ount th a t would 
be generated or to direct it. 
In th e old X ray tubes th e cath ode 
and th e anode, th e term inals, were of 
different m aterials. 
Mr. Coolidge h as 
discovered th a t better results are h ad 
by th e use of tungsten th rough out and 
th at ductile tungsten, likewise a recent 
discovery, is best for th e work. 
Ilis 
progress h as been retarded by tbe fact 
th a t th e ductile tungsten is very scarce 
and th a t m ore m ust be m anufactured 
before h is ray can be of general prac­ 
ticability.

drain upon the forests is enormous. 


Foresters say that even under the
